THE VICTIM OF THE XAZqO BULLDOZERS. 


[From The Boston Traveller.] 


Capt. Henry M^Dbrou, of Yozoo, Miss, 


the latest victim of Southern political aui- 
mo3ity,was tbe son of a.Yirginia Union man 
who hkd the courage to vote for Lincoln in 
Alexandria, aud heldl a commission in the 
Union Army during tue war. He was sub- 
sequently assassinated by} a rebel in Al- 
exandria.

student in Georgetown College during, the

fiist years of the war, and at the 
fourteen joined Mobby'a .guerillas, 
relatives shortly afterwards indbced him 
to return to the UrJion lines. 
Afrer the 


war no married the daughter of a wealthy 
citizen of Yazoo county, and removed to 
that locality. He had the largest planta- 
tion in that county, a few miles from tbe 
county seat. During the campaign which, 
excited'so much bitterness, owing to bis 
appearance as an independent candidate, 
the Democrats hired a gang of negroes to 
assassinate him. The 'plot failcd^aud two 
of the party informed nlm of the wltola ar- 
rangement. After bis forced withdrawal 
from the Independent ticket ho received 
private visits from many influential white 
citizens, who urged him to reract his wi h- 
drawal, and promised him and his family 
protection from the threatened Idanger. 
Last week bis mother, residing in VYash- 
iogton, received a letter from him static; 
that in consequence of these assurance's Ihe 
had determined to remain a candidate. 
The terrible tragedy announced last eyen- 
ing shows how powerless cs the better el- 
ement of the South in the face of tbe con- 
trolling 
ruffianism of the Democracy. 


There have been very m^ny equally atro- 
cious political murders in the South, but 
none that b'ave caused more profound sen- 
sation, owing to the social position and an- 
ecedents of the victim.
